In 18 96 he was arrested by De­ 
tective Tillotson for complicity in 
the robbery of a bank at Ohiowa, 
Neb., for which he was sent lo the 
penitentiary for seven y ears. 
He served one y ear, and was 
then granted a new trial. 
While 
confined in jail at Geneva, Neb., 
he managed to escape, and had 
been at liberty until arrested here 
by Officer Bailey . 
Supt. Tillotson « ay s there is no 
doubt about Faulkner having been 
implicated in the robbery of the 
bank at Amsterdam, Bates county 
He also believes the prisoner was 
one of the men who did the job at 
Houstonia, and possibly at Schell 
ity and other points in Missouri. 
Supt. Tillotson is here in the 
interest of the Bankers’ Mutual In­ 
surance Co., of Des Moines, la., in 
which the Amsterdam bank was 
insured. 
Supt, Tillotson considers Faulk­ 
ner one of the best crooks in the 
country , and he ex pressed surprise 
that he came here, got drunk and 
then got pinched.

He seemed to be labor­ 
ing under a severe mental strain, 
and told the proprietor of the res­ 
taurant that he had done some­ 
thing he regretted, but that it was 
then too late to remedy it. 
About 6 o’clock Wishart was 
told of the receipt of the telegram 
telling of Mrs. Marshall’s death, 
and, while expressing no surprise, 
seemed greatly affected.

Cross-examined, the witness said 
he had not seen Capt. Y o u n g but 
three or four 
times in the year 
prior to his death. 
Witness was in 
Sangree & Lam m ’s office last even­ 
ing, and narrated his testimony as

today.

witnesses there, but they were in 
another room.

Afternoon Session. 
W hen court reconvened, at i rqo 
o’clock,Mr. Ramsey again took the 
stand, and the court ruled that ail 
of the transactions connected with 
the visit to Columbia could be gone 
into by the state. 
He admitted 
that he might have told Tliomas 
Keene that lie was selling thresh­ 
ing machines.

Green said to w it­ 
ness that he did not hear a word 
pass between Y o u n g and the man 
who stabbed him.

The original state­ 
ment was given to the attorneys 
for the defense. 
Green voluntarily 
made part of the statement, and 
witness led him up to a part of it.

told Mr. Green later that his name 
was Ramsey, but

The dagger, revolver and cart­ 
ridges taken from the clothing of
